Message 



Governor Fuller Warren 


Good evening, my friends and fellow citi¬ 
zens of Florida: 

Tonight I’m going to discuss our State 
government, and how it affects the lives of 
all of us. 

Many years ago, government had rela¬ 
tively little influence upon the welfare of 
the people. About all government did was 
to maintain order and keep the peace. 

In recent years, however, government has 
come to have a tremendous influence upon 
the welfare of the people. Government has 
come to have a large and important part in 
determining whether the people enjoy pros¬ 
perity or endure depression. Government 
has come to have a profound influence upon 
economic conditions. 

The Federal government, of course, has 
the greatest power to influence for better or 
for worse the living conditions of all of us. 
But State government also possesses power 
either to benefit or to burden its people. I 
feel very earnestly that the State govern¬ 
ment of Florida has been so administered 
during the past 20 months as to make most 
of the people of this state more secure, more 
contented, more prosperous and happier. 
During the past 20 months Florida has en¬ 
joyed a steadily rising prosperity in which 
nearly every citizen has shared. Much of 
that prosperity is directly traceable to the 
kind of state government the people of 
Florida have enjoyed since January 4, 1949. 

The powers and duties of the executive 
branch of Florida’s State government are 
centered largely in the Cabinet, composed 
of six Constitutional executives elected by 
the people, and in the Governor. These 
seven executive officials, elected by the 
people, have the chief responsibility of ad¬ 
ministering the executive branch of the State 
government. 

Jointly and severally, these seven execu¬ 
tive officials have large powers vitally to in¬ 
fluence the welfare of everybody in Florida. 


The way in which these seven officials use 
the authority vested in them by the Consti¬ 
tution and the laws of Florida, determines 
to a considerable extent whether or not the 
people of Florida enjoy prosperity. 

These seven executive officials, serving as 
the State Budget Commission, have great 
control over the disbursements of appropria¬ 
tions made by the State Legislature for the 
operation of the State government. For the 
current two-year period, the 1949 session of 
the State Legislature appropriated about 
$240,000,000, with which to operate the 
State. Although $240,000,000 was the 
amount appropriated by the Legislature, the 
Legislature provided only about $215,000,- 
000 in revenue—$25,000,000 less than the 
appropriation. 

In other words, the Budget Commission— 
of which your Governor is chairman—has the 
task of making $215,000,000 do fhe work of 
$240,000,000. Saying it another way, we 
must stretch 90 cents to do the work of a 
dollar. 

By prudent business practices, the Budget 
Commission has been able to keep all State 
agencies operating efficiently. I submit that 
this is evidence of skill of high order in 
financial management. No previous Admin¬ 
istration ever had to perform such a task— 
that of making $215,000,000 do the work of 
$240,000,000. 

Despite the fact that the Legislature pro¬ 
vided only 90 cents for each dollar appropri¬ 
ated, the State government has capably 
served the needs of the people, although it 
has not been able to render the service it 
could have rendered had it had more money. 
Nevertheless, all activities of the govern¬ 
ment have been carried out with reasonable 
efficiency. It goes almost without saying 
that this could not have been accomplished 
without the highest degree of co-operation 
on the part of all members of the Cabinet. 

I think it is accurate to say that the 


Governor of Florida—as one member of the 
seven-man Budget Commission—has consid¬ 
erably less control over State finances than 
a bank president has over his bank’s funds. 
As far as taxation is concerned, the Governor 
has no power either to lower or to raise 
taxes. That is solely and strictly a power 
of the Legislature, which can and frequently 
does disregard the Governor’s tax recom¬ 
mendations. The Legislature also has the 
power to override the Governor’s veto of any 
legislation by a two-thirds vote. 

This, of course, is a part of the demo¬ 
cratic system of checks and balances upon 
government—all designed to prevent too 
much power from falling into the hands of 
some one official or group of officials. That 
is why the Constitution and the laws of Flor¬ 
ida, for all practical purposes, give the 
Governor no authority over the six Cabinet 
members, nor over the six departments which 
they head. Each has many varied duties 
and powers of his own. In view of this, I 
consider it remarkable that this Administra¬ 
tion and the six Cabinet officers have work¬ 
ed in such complete harmony, unison and co¬ 
operation. VJdlair 41 

You have not seen any newspaper head¬ 
lines about Cabinet quajrrels and strife in 
the past 20 months. We have voted unani¬ 
mously on almost teVery question. We have 
been in almost perfect accord. We have 

functioned—clicked together—like a winning 

football team. I would like to give you the 
line-up of this seven-man governmental 
team and some statistics about each mem¬ 
ber. 

In addition to myself, the team consists 
of Secretary of State R. A. Gray, Attorney 
General Richard W. Ervin, Jr., State Comp¬ 
troller C. M. Gay, State Treasurer J. Edwin 
Larson, Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Thomas D. Bailey and Commissioner of 
Agriculture Nathan Mayo. 

In the aggregate, we have a total of 56 
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years of experience on the team. The most 
experienced member is Commissioner Mayo, 
who has been Commissioner of Agriculture 
for 27 consecutive years. Three of the 
seven are relative newcomers. These are 
General Ervin, Superintendent Bailey and 
myself, all of us having taken office on 
January 4, 1949. Of the seven, four served 
in the House of Representatives prior to 
election to an executive post, namely, 
Secretary Gray, Commissioner Mayo, Treas¬ 
urer Larson, and myself. One of us, 
Treasurer Larson, has the distinction of also 
having served in the State Senate. So you 
see, while we are immediately concerned 
with executive and administrative problems, 
we also have some practical understanding 
of the problems of the Legislature. 

Secretary of State Gray brings to the Cabi¬ 
net a wealth of knowledge, gained from 
nearly 40 years of public service. He has 
served as Secretary of State for 20 years. 
The business routine of the Cabinet’s tradi¬ 
tional Tuesday morning meetings is often 
enlivened by Cap’n Gray’s inexhaustible 
fund of anecdotes and historical lore. 

As directed by the Constitution, Secretary 
of State Gray is the keeper of records of 
official acts of the legislative and executive 
departments of the State government. He 
has custody of the Capitol building, its 
grounds and its fixtures. He charters cor¬ 
porations and issues permits for out-of-state 
corporations to do business in Florida. He 
receives annual reports from these corpora¬ 
tions and collects taxes on their capital 
stock. He certifies candidates for public 
office, proclaims the official time of elec¬ 
tions, and issues commissions to elective and 
appointive officials. He has other duties 
equally—if not more—important as a member 
of various executive boards and commis¬ 
sions, which I shall discuss later. 

Attorney General Ervin, who is the State’s 
chief legal officer, also has had legislative 
experience, although not as a member of the 
Legislature. At each session of the Legis¬ 
lature, from 1921 through 1935, General 
Ervin served in the position of engrossing 
clerk of the House of Representatives. 

To his highly important job as chief law¬ 
yer for the State, General Ervin brought the 
legal experience of 22 years, including al¬ 
most 12 years as attorney for the State Road 
Department, under four former administra¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Ervin has general supervision over the 
State Attorneys and he represents the State 
in cases appealed to the Supreme Court in 
which the State is a party. He also repre¬ 
sents the State of Florida in cases before 
Federal courts, and he indexes and prepares 
for publication all opinions and decisions 
of the State Supreme Court. In addition to 
these many duties, the Attorney General- 
like other Cabinet officers—serves on the 
various Cabinet boards and commissions. 

Comptroller Gay’s office is one of the 
most extensive departments of the State 
government. 


The Constitution says, quote: “The Comp¬ 
troller shall examine, audit, adjust and settle 
the accounts of all officers of the State . . .” 
Unquote. In addition to these duties, the 
Legislature from time to time has added to 
his work. One might accurately say that 
Comptroller Gay’s chief duty is to examine 
and pay out accounts against the State. No 
monies are paid out of the State Treasury 
except on a warrant drawn by the Comp¬ 
troller and counter-signed by the Governor. 
The Comptroller keeps in his office the 
vouchers or approved bills on which State 
monies are paid out. 

Also in Comptroller Gay’s office and under 
his supervision are the Pension Department, 
Banking Department, County Finance De¬ 
partment, General Accounting Department 
and Tax Collection Department. He is well- 
qualified to direct these activities, having 
been an auditor, a banker and Clerk of the 
Circuit Court in Orange County before his 
appointment as Comptroller. 

Let me say that Mr. Gay’s administration 
of the limited sales tax passed by the special 
session of the Legislature has been most 
efficient and very effective. 

State Treasurer Larson is a practical and 
prudent man, well-versed in financial af¬ 
fairs. President Roosevelt recognized these 
qualifications in 1933 when he appointed 
Mr. Larson Collector of Internal Revenue 
for Florida. 

Mr. Larson’s Constitutional duties are, 
quote: “To receive and keep all funds, bonds 
and other securities, in such manner as may 
be prescribed by law, and shall disburse no 
funds, nor issue bonds, or other securities, 
except upon the order of the Comptroller 
counter-signed by the Governor ...” 
Unquote. Like all other Cabinet officers, 
however, these duties have been greatly ex¬ 
panded by statute. 

His office is provided with strong safes 
and secure vaults, but aside from the bonds 
and securities, not much actual cash is kept 
on hand in the vaults. Money of the State 
which is not needed for immediate use is 
deposited, under Mr. Larson’s direction, in 
banks throughout the State. Thus, the 
State derives additional income from interest 
on its deposited money. Banks also are 
required to place securities with the State 
Treasurer against loss of this money. 

The State School Fund owns more than 
seven million dollars worth of bonds and 
securities, and these also are kept by the 
State Treasurer. Also in his custody are 
large amounts of securities belonging to the 
insurance companies doing business in Flor¬ 
ida. These securities are deposited with 
him as guarantee of faithful compliance 
with the state’s insurance laws, of which 
Mr. Larson is commissioner. Mr. Larson’s 
office also enforces the motor vehicle fi¬ 
nancial responsibility law. Since most of us 
have insurance, and since most of us drive 
automobiles, it is easy for us to see how the 
activities of Mr. Larson affect our daily 
lives.* 


Immediately concerned with the children 
of Florida is the office of School Superin¬ 
tendent Thomas D. Bailey. With a long and 
distinguished career as a teacher and school 
administrator, Mr. Bailey probably knows 
more about school laws and education in 
Florida than any other person. 

As head of the public school system of 
Florida, Mr. Bailey exerts a great influence 
for good on the standards of education in 
our State. His fine work is reflected in the 
splendid educational standards in force in 
Florida. Many of the improvements in our 
schools within recent years are the direct 
result of his work. 

Since agriculture is second only to the 
tourist industry in producing income for the 
people of Florida, each of us has a “pocket- 
book interest” in the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and Commissioner Mayo. In his 27 
years in office, Mr. Mayo has built one of 
the best agricultural departments in the 
South. Our flourishing citrus and cattle 
industries owe much to Mr. Mayo’s fore¬ 
sight and faith in Florida as the land of 
agricultural opportunity. Mr. Mayo is “the 
Grand Old Man of Florida Agriculture.” I 
am the eighth Governor with whom Mr. 
Mayo has served. 

In addition to promoting agriculture gen¬ 
erally, Mr. Mayo’s office also supervises 
public lands and the State Prison. An idea 
of how dependent each of us is upon the 
Commissioner of Agriculture is gained from 
study of the list of commodities and foods 
which his inspectors test for quality and 
purity. These include: fertilizers, citrus, 
commercial feeds, seeds and plants, foods, 
drugs, cosmetics, gasoline and oil, ice cream 
and frozen desserts, milk and milk products, 
insecticides and fungicides, and eggs and 
poultry. 

That completes the roster of Florida’s 
Cabinet officials, with whom it is a privi¬ 
lege and pleasure for me to serve. I have 
only begun, however, to touch upon their 
duties and responsibilities. Each of them 
is a member of at least four, and in many 
instances more, of the following executive 
boards and commissions: 

Board of Commissioners of State Institu¬ 
tions, Board of Pardons, the Department of 
Public Safety, Board of Education, Internal 
Improvement Trustees, State Pension Board, 
State Textbook Commission, the Securities 
Commission, the State Board of Conserva¬ 
tion and the State Canvassing Board. 

Most important of these boards perhaps, 
in the scope of its power and influence, is 
the Board of Commissioners of State Institu¬ 
tions. This board, which includes all six 
Cabinet officers and the Governor, is recog¬ 
nized as representing the interests of the 
State in a general way and having charge of 
such State business as is not specifically 
placed under some department or other 
official. 

As the name implies, the Board of Com¬ 
missioners of State Institutions has direct

Don Tristan de Luna, Spanish conquistador who sailed 
into Pensacola Bay in 1559 to make the first white settle¬ 
ment in the New World, revisited Pensacola on June 6 
this year and found that the land of wilderness he left 
over 390 years ago had become a modern, progressive 
city. Instead of a few Indians lurking behind palmettos 
and beneath a dense growth of live oaks, he found a 
throng of 50,000 waiting to greet him when he stepped 
ashore. He was led to city hall where the mayor pre¬ 
sented him with the keys of the city. 

The colorful ceremony re-enacting the early history of 
Pensacola was the opening of the city's first annual Fiesta 
of the Five Flags. Themes for celebrations and decora¬ 
tions during the five days of the fiesta were taken from 
the countries whose flags have floated above the Gulf 


Coast city: Spain, France, England, the Confederacy and 
the United States of America. 

De Luna's landing and the surrender of the city to him 
was followed by a gigantic parade which was witnessed 
by thousands of spectators. Mrs. Rosemary Rowland, 
champion baton twirler of the United States, led de Lunas 
float in the procession. Again in the evening the beauti¬ 
ful and imaginative floats, decorated automobiles, bands 
and marching units filed through the streets of Pensacola. 

De Luna and his followers, who had remained masked 
all day, were unmasked at the city green that night, and 
cheering throngs recognized John C. Pace, prominent 
business executive, in the role of the Spanish conqueror. 
Each of his followers was an outstanding civic personality. 
The fiesta queen, Miss Isabelle Taylor, was crowned by 
de Luna at the ceremony on the green. 

A magnificent ball was staged at the Yacht Club to 
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honor de Luna and the queen following the parade on 
the first night of the fiesta. To this affair only a select 
few were invited, but the general public found ample 
entertainment each night at the street dances and the 
midway of exhibits and entertainments set up on Pensa¬ 
cola’s newly-opened Jefferson Street. 

Negro citizens crowned their own fiesta rulers at a gala 
ball at Washington High School on the night of the fiesta 
opening, and on the second night, “Ambronyx Night,” they 
conducted their own exclusive parade. The spirited pro¬ 
cession was watched by as many white as colored spec¬ 
tators. 

Again, on the following two nights colorful parades 
were held, and the Choral Festival was presented at the 
large, new high school stadium. This festival presented 
the history of the city through music and dances of the 
five nations who had successive dominion over Pensacola. 
All the pageantry and color of bygone days was made 
to live again in dance and song. 

The pageant opened with the narrator telling the story 
of the founding of Pensacola. The destruction of the 
settlement by the Indians was next described and a youth 
dressed as a brave sang an Indian number. As the nar¬ 
rator told of the return of the Spanish, young girls clad 
in costumes of blue, rose and green, danced to the rhythm 
of clicking castanets in the hands of a Spanish maiden 
and her troubador. 

Next a group of pirates was spotlighted as they walked 
about laughing and jesting, and the narrator told of the 
“dread fate befalling the people of Pensacola as the pirates 
took over.” As he told the legend of the headless maid 
of Santa Rosa Island, who was supposedly beheaded by 
a jealous pirate lover, a girl dressed in white swept across 
the field. Wierd music added to the ghostly atmosphere. 

A romantic dance of France represented the French 
regime in Pensacola, and a description of the weekly 
band concerts which were held when the British ruled 
the city was followed by a concert by the Pensacola High 
School band. 

The narrator then described the entrance of General 
Andrew Jackson to the city, adding that during his con¬ 
trol of the city the square dance became a popular recrea¬ 
tion. A hillbilly band then began playing and a group 
of teen-agers gave their interpretation of the square 
dances. 

Washington High School Glee Club members then sang 
a group of Negro spirituals. 

Covering the development of the city up to the present 
time, the pageant was attended by hundreds of Pensa- 
colians and their guests from other cities. 

In two beauty contests during the fiesta, Miss Val Hart¬ 
nett was chosen Miss Pensacola and Miss Frances Poyser 
won the title of Maid of the Five Flags. Both girls were 
awarded an expense-paid airplane trip to Cuba and a 
week’s vacation. 

A golf tournament preceded the fiesta, and throughout 
the five days of the celebration a fishing rodeo was con¬ 
ducted by the Anglers and Hunters Club. Keen com¬ 


petition in the fishing crowd resulted in some fine catches 
of red fish, king mackeral, shark, speckled trout, red 
grouper, ling and red snapper. 

Ernest J. Blackwell was crowned king of the rodeo 
when his score added up to 4,820 points. Queen Fisher- 
ette was Mrs. Hazel Hankins, who chalked up 1,700 points. 
Mrs. Byron Ellinor copped the fisherette title with the 
35-pound, five-ounce ling she hooked. Prizes totalling 
$6,000 were presented at the end of the rodeo. A total 
of 12,000 pounds of fish was caught. 

Saturday was field day for local and area artists when 
the plaza square was turned over to them for an outdoor 
exhibit. They made a quaint picture as they stood work¬ 
ing at their easles with their completed canvasses about 
them. 

The spirit of the gala week was personified in the 
remark of a small boy to a waitress in a Pensacola cafe. 
The boy sat at the grill and ate two hamburgers in silence. 
Then when the waitress hurriedly wrote out his check, 
he looked up at her. 

“Now how about a smile, please,” he said. 

The waitress gave him a great big smile and the pro¬ 
prietress stopped him on his way to the door and said, 
“Son, I think you have something there. Let’s all smile!” 

Parties, water sports, dances and picnics held during 
the fiesta week made it a real occasion for gaiety. Resi¬ 
dents of every state in the union drove the beautiful 
bridges to Pensacola Beach on Santa Rosa Island during 
the fiesta, and the throngs at the fireworks display on 
the closing night were so great that it took over an hour 
to get the traffic smoothly on its way again. 

Held at Pensacola Beach, the fireworks display was 
climaxed as the map of Florida was outlined with Pensa¬ 
cola spotted by a brilliant star. Other unusual fireworks 
displays were presented, including each of the five flags 
that have flown over the city.

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Fort Pickens...

Fort Pickens, on the western tip of Santa Rosa Island, 
is a relic of a coast-defense system rendered obsolete by 
the invention of rifled cannon and armored battleships. 
The works were built to defend the important deep-water 
harbor of Pensacola against foreign attack, but the only 
time Pickens was ever under fire was during the Civil 
War, when Federal troops manned its guns against a 
domestic foe. It was one of the three Southern forts, all 
in Florida—the other two being Fort Taylor at Key West 
and Fort Jefferson on Dry Tortugas—that the Confederates 
were unable to seize. 

Plans for the fortification of Pensacola Harbor were 
projected as early as 1822 in anticipation of the selection 
of Pensacola as the principal United States naval depot 


on the Gulf of Mexico. The plans, as finally matured, 
called for three forts—one on Santa Rosa Island, a second 
on Foster’s Bank immediately opposite, and the third on 
the mainland at the site of the Old Spanish fort, San 
Carlos de Barrancas. The first two commanded the water 
approach to Pensacola Harbor; the third was designed 
as a protection against land attack. These fortifications, 
later named Fort Pickens, Fort McRee and Fort Bar¬ 
rancas, were built in that order between 1829 and 1844 
under the supervision of Captain William H. Chase of 
the Corps of Army Engineers. 

Fort Pickens was begun in June, 1829, and completed 
October 21, 1834, when it was garrisoned by an artillery 
company of thirty-four men. Called simply the fort on 
Santa Rosa Island until it neared completion, it was named 
in 1833 in honor of Brigadier General Andrew Pickens of 
the South Carolina State Troops in the American Revolu- 
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tion. The original estimate of the cost of the works was 
$465,300. The actual initial cost, however, was $677,000, 
and subsequent improvements brought the total expendi¬ 
tures by the end of 1844 to $759,168. 

The fort was pentagonal in shape with a bastion at 
each of the five corners, and was complete with covert 
ways, a dry ditch, and glacis. Its brick walls, forty feet 
high and twelve feet thick, were embrasured for two 
tiers of guns in bomb-proof casemates and for one tier 
open or en barbette. It was designed to mount 250 guns 
and to accommodate a garrison of 600 men during ordi¬ 
nary warfare or 1,200 men under siege. A garrison of 
50 men was considered sufficient in time of peace. During 
most of the time between its completion and the Civil 
War, however, the fort lacked even that modest com¬ 
plement, and at the outset of the war it had been un¬ 
occupied for ten years. 

In January, 1861, the only United States troops at Pen¬ 
sacola were 51 men of Company G, 1st U. S. Artillery, 
stationed at Barrancas Barracks under Lieutenant Adam 
J. Slemmer. At the Navy Yard, commanded by Commodore 
James Armstrong, were 38 marines and 80 ordinary sea¬ 
men. Also subject to Armstrong's orders were the steamer 
Wynandotte, with a crew of 78, and the storeship Supply 
with 36 men. 

As the secession crisis developed, the Southern states 
hastened to take over the fortifications within their limits. 
News of the seizure of the Alabama forts on January 4 
speedily reached Pensacola, where it was expected that 
the state of Florida would soon take similar action. Aware 
that neither Fort Barrancas nor the Navy Yard could 
offer effective resistance to a Southern force of any size, 
Lieutenant Slemmer consulted with Commodore Arm¬ 
strong as to the best course of action. They agreed that 
only one fort could be held and that Fort Pickens should 


be that fort, as it completely commanded the harbor, the 
other forts, and the Navy Yard, and could, in case of 
necessity, be reinforced from the sea. Armstrong prom¬ 
ised the Wyandotte as transport for the move and as many 
men as he could spare, but, influenced by subordinates 
with strong Southern sympathies, he delayed the opera¬ 
tion by his reluctance to act. 

Lieutenant Slemmer and his company, reinforced by 
thirty ordinary seamen from the Navy Yard, finally occu¬ 
pied Fort Pickens on January 10, the day Florida passed 
her ordinance of secession. Before leaving, they spiked 
the guns at Fort Barrancas and took with them all the 
powder and ammunition stored at that fort. The next 
day, Lieutenant Henry Erben of the Supply destroyed 
all the powder and materials at Fort McRee that he 
could not carry over to Fort Pickens. These actions were 
taken just in time, for on January 12 Florida and Alabama 
troops demanded and received from Commodore Arm¬ 
strong the surrender of the Navy Yard. On the evening 
of the same day and twice thereafter similar demands 
were made of Lieutenant Slemmer, but he resolutely re¬ 
fused to surrender Fort Pickens. 

Years of neglect had made Fort Pickens unfit for im¬ 
mediate defense or habitation. 

“In fact," stated one observer, “had it been the inten¬ 
tion of the Government to place the fort in the state to 
render its defense impossible, it could not have been done 
more efficiently than it has been done." 

The list of armament and ammunition stored at Pickens 
was impressive, but of 201 cannons only 40 were mounted 
and the guns, carriages, and other implements were old 
and nearly unserviceable. The empty gun embrasures 
were not even shuttered. There were no bunks for the 
troops and the dry ditch was infested with rattlesnakes. 
In addition to all this, the fort was naturally weak on 


Toll of Time—Years of withstand¬ 
ing high Gulf winds and waves 
have taken their toll on the fine 
masonry of Fort Pickens on Santa 
Rosa Island but the walls as a 
whole still seem sturdy and strong.

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the land side, from which any attack would now emanate. 
Fearing an immediate assault, the Federals labored fever¬ 
ishly by day to mount guns and barricade empty em¬ 
brasures, and stood to the guns at night. To make mat¬ 
ters worse, it rained incessantly. After two weeks of 
uncertainty, the fear of attack was removed by the agree¬ 
ment known as the Fort Pickens truce or armistice. 

Hopeful that the secession crisis could be resolved 
peaceably, both Southern and Northern authorities were 
reluctant to take any action that might precipitate hos¬ 
tilities. After the occupation of Fort Pickens, a group of 
Southern senators in Washington had advised against 
attacking the fort, stating that it was "not worth one drop 
of blood.” Learning that the sloop-of-war Brooklyn had 
been ordered to reinforce Fort Pickens, Stephen A. Mal¬ 
lory on January 28 offered President Buchanan his as¬ 
surances and those of Colonel William H. Chase, com¬ 
manding the Florida troops at Pensacola, that no attack 
on the fort would be made so long as the status quo was 
maintained. Buchanan accepted Mallory's proposal and 
the troops from the Brooklyn were not landed. For the 
next ten weeks an uneasy peace prevailed at Pensacola 
while both sides busied themselves with "defensive prepa¬ 
rations.” 

The Federals broke the truce on the night of April 12, 
when, on orders inspired by President Lincoln, they 
landed troops from the Brooklyn on the sea side of Santa 
Rosa Island. It was mere coincidence that Fort Pickens 
was reinforced only a few hours after the Confederates 
fired on Fort Sumter in Charleston Harbor, but that event 
would inevitably have terminated the truce. Four days 
later more substantial reinforcements arrived under the 
command of Colonel Harvey Brown. During the sum¬ 
mer, Colonel Brown greatly strengthened the defenses 
of Fort Pickens. He also built outlying works, viz., Bat¬ 
tery Scott on the point of the island opposite Fort McRee, 
Batteries Cameron and Lincoln east of the fort on the 
bay, and Battery Totten on the Gulf, and mounted guns 
in the "Spanish fort” on the bay east of Battery Lincoln. 

The Confederates, who had occupied Forts McRee and 
Barrancas after they took the Navy Yard, had also built 
supporting batteries along the bay shore, forming a semi¬ 
circle around Fort Pickens. By October 1, General Bragg 
commanded about 1,200 troops, while on Santa Rosa 
Island, Colonel Brown had some 1,200 men, one-third of 
whom were camped in tents a mile east of the fort. Co¬ 
operating with Brown were ships of the Gulf Blockading 
Squadron. 

The first armed clash occurred on the night of Sep¬ 
tember 13, when a small-boat expedition from the U. S. S. 
Colorado burned the Confederate schooner Judah, fitting 
out as a privateer at the Navy Yard. Colonel Brown 
had expected that this incident would cause a Confederate 
bombardment of Fort Pickens. Instead, early in the 
morning of October 9, a force of about 1,000 Confederates, 
commanded by General Richard H. Anderson, landed on 
Santa Rosa Island four miles east of the fort. Marching 
toward Pickens in three columns, they attacked and partly 


burned the camp occupied by the Sixth New York Volun¬ 
teers, but were repulsed by regulars sent out from the 
fort. Federal losses were 13 killed, 27 wounded, and 
22 missing. Confederate casualties were 18 killed, 39 
wounded, and 30 taken as prisoners. 

The Union reply to the Confederate attack was the 
bombardment of Forts McRee and Barrancas and the 
fourteen Confederate batteries on the mainland. The 
guns from Fort Pickens and its outlying batteries, as¬ 
sisted by those of the U. S. S. Niagara and U. S. S. Rich¬ 
mond, opened fire at 10 A. M. on November 22 and con¬ 
tinued firing until darkness at the rate of a short for each 
gun every fifteen or twenty minutes. The returning Con¬ 
federate fire was somewhat slower. Before sunset the 
guns of Fort McRee had been silenced. The bombard¬ 
ment was resumed on November 23 and again continued 
until nightfall, after which mortars were fired until about 
2 o’clock in the morning. On the second day, buildings 
in Warrenton, near the Navy Yard, caught fire and the 
flames spread to the neighboring village of Woolsey. A 
second bombardment occurred on the afternoon of Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1862, when a small vessel ran into the Navy Yard 
and drew Union fire. The Confederate batteries an¬ 
swered and firing continued for the rest of the day. 

No advantage to either side could result from such 
artillery duels. Colonel Brown pressed for a combined 
operation to attempt the capture of Pensacola but naval 
forces were not available. The need for such an attempt 
was removed by the Confederate evacuation of the town 
on May 9, 1862. All heavy guns, ammunition, and sup¬ 
plies had been previously withdrawn. The departing 
troops set fire to the harbor defenses from the Navy Yard 
to Fort McRee. On the following morning Union forces 
occupied the deserted forts and the Navy Yard and held 
Pensacola during the remainder of the war. 

Fort Pickens was used as a prison for military and 
political prisoners during the latter part of the war. The 
return of peace brought a withdrawal of its garrison, only 
an ordnance sergeant being assigned as a caretaker. In 
1875 Congress appropriated $25,000 for repairing the fort, 
which appears to have been garrisoned thereafter and 
again used as a military prison. The Apache Chief 
Geronimo and his band were imprisoned for a short time 
at Fort Pickens after their capture in 1886. 

Between 1890 and 1900 large sums were expended in 
modernizing and strengthening the fort. It served as an 
active coastal defense fortification during the Spanish 
American War. It was also activated during both World 
Wars. After World War II the War Department de¬ 
clared Fort Pickens to be surplus property. 

The fort was placed under the jurisdiction of the Florida 
Board of Parks and Historic Memorials, November 3, 1949.

Storm Damage To Highways 
Totals Half Million Dollars 

Approximately half a million dollars 
will be required to rebuild and re¬ 
habilitate roads damaged by the two 
recent hurricanes, Road Department 
engineers estimate. Damage was con¬ 
fined mainly to highways in the First 
and Third Districts, but roads over 
the entire state were closed tempo¬ 
rarily because of the destructive high 
water. 

Third District damage centered 
around Port St. Joe in Gulf County. 
State Road 30, which is also U. S. 98, 
suffered washouts in several sections, 
and the road was closed to traffic 
for about four days because of an 
approximate quarter of a mile wash¬ 
out on this coastal route along the 
bay front west of Port St. Joe. Tem¬ 
porary repairs were made and traffic 
was allowed to pass. However, re¬ 
location of the route may be required 
to remove it from the beach front 
as a precaution against future high 
water destruction. 

In Apalachicola there was no great 
highway damage, but the Apalachi¬ 
cola Causeway was closed to traffic 
for several days because of high tides 


which covered the pavement to a 
depth of from two to four feet in 
spots. Roads around Panama City 
also were covered by high water, but 
no actual damage resulted. 

A short stretch of State Road 30 
was washed out between Destin and 
Fort Walton. One-way traffic was 
resumed after temporary repairs. 
Several culverts were washed out in 
other localities of the Third District, 
and temporary detours were neces¬ 
sitated. 

At Cedar Keys in Levy County, 
where the brunt of the hurricane was 
borne, property damage was much 
more extensive than highway damage. 
However, State Road 24, which was 
closed to through traffic for several 
days, was washed out by heavy rains 
and high tides in several spots, and 
seaweed deposited by tidal action 
made travel over the road difficult. 
Throughout the Gulf Hammock area 
on various roads leading into U. S. 19 
minor washouts were suffered and 
some culverts and bridges were dam¬ 
aged so that traffic could not be per¬ 
mitted on the routes. 

Highways in Hernando and Pasco 
counties were inundated by heavy 
rains in many areas, but in most cases 


the roadways were not permanently 
damaged. Nineteen and one-half 
inches of rain fell in this area in a 
three-day period, and all main roads 
into Brooksville, including U. S. 41 
and State Road 50, were closed be¬ 
cause of the flooded conditions. Sev¬ 
eral washouts occurred on these roads 
and a bridge was lost on Road 581 
near Darby. 

In the Tampa Bay area heaviest 
damage occurred on Road 699 from 
Indian Rocks Beach to Pass-a-Grille, 
on the Courtney Campbell Causeway, 
and on Road 684 between Cortez and 
Anna Maria on Bradenton Beach. 

At Indian Rocks, where the road 
edges the Gulf near the Indian Rocks 
Bridge, huge sections of the pave¬ 
ment were loosened and torn up by 
the force of the waves. Although the 
road has been repaired along the 
Gulf front, plans are being considered 
to relocate the route along the bay 
side of the island. The road along 
the Gulf at the Bradenton beaches 
was damaged considerably by high 
tides and wave action, which under¬ 
mined small sections of the pavement. 

Roadway slopes of the Courtney 
Campbell Causeway were washed 
away and dredge work will be re¬ 
quired to replace these fills. Con¬ 
struction of a seawall as a preventive 
measure for the future is being con¬ 
sidered. A number of the Wayside 
Park picnic shelters which line both 
sides of the causeway also were dam¬ 
aged considerably by high water and 
winds and will have to be rebuilt. 

A short time after the hurricane 
passed, W. A. Kratzert, State Main¬ 
tenance Engineer, and other Depart¬ 
ment personnel made an inspection 
tour of the highways in the counties 
where storm damage was greatest 
and planned immediate repair work 
wherever possible.

First District 

The hurricane that hit the West Coast of 
this District the first week in September did 
considerable damage. The most extensive 
damage was on Road 699 from Indian Rocks 
to Pass-a-Grille, as this was the area where 
many beach homes were badly damaged. 
We also lost one-half of Road 684 between 
Cortez and Anna Maria, on account of tidal 
waves caused by the hurricane. Courtney 
Campbell Causeway suffered heavy losses 
to embankment and to the wayside parks. 
It is estimated that a seawall costing ap¬ 
proximately $200,000.00 will be required 
to prevent similar damage in the future. In 
the Pasco-Hernando area much damage was 
caused by heavy rainfall. Nineteen and 
one-half inches of rain fell in this section 
in a three-day period, causing the loss of a 
bridge on Road 581 near Darby. All main 
roads into Brooksville were closed due to 
the high water, and several washouts oc¬ 
curred on account of high water. This Dis¬ 
trict wishes to take this opportunity to 
thank the Florida Highway Patrol personnel 
in this District for their untiring efforts dur¬ 
ing the storm period. It was due to their 
efficient patrol methods and radio operation 
that damage was held to a minimum and 
the public was protected. The organiza¬ 
tions under Captain H. C. Martin, Bartow, 
and Captain Mack Britt, Fort Myers, gave 
this office and the State Road Department 
personnel one hundred percent cooperation, 
for which we are grateful. Recognition 
should also be given to Mr. J. A. Gunn, 
Maintenance Engineer at Tampa, and Mr.

and Tallahassee will be gotten underway 
during the early part of October. 

Preliminary counts of the 1950 census of 
population indicate that eight additional 
cities in Florida have grown to a population 
greater than 5,000. This will increase the 
Florida Urban Areas to a total of 39. It 
will be necessary for work to get underway 
immediately toward planning urban area 
surveys in these new areas in order to de¬ 
termine what streets are to be included in 
the Federal Aid Urban System of Streets 
and Highways. It is anticipated that no 
field work in these areas will be started 
until after the first of the year. 

Planning Section: 

The usual routine work was carried on in 
Inventory Mapping and Records, Aerial Pho¬ 
tographic Mapping, Road Life and Cost Ac¬ 
counting of Construction and Maintenance, 
and Finance. 

The Aerial Mapping Department com¬ 
pleted final drafting of the new Duval and 
Manatee Maps and they are now ready for 
final edit. Drafting work on the Indian 
River and Walton County maps is approxi¬ 
mately 50 percent complete. Compilation 
work is now in progress on mapping 
Alachua, Bradford, Marion and Putnam 
Counties. Special maps were prepared of 
areas in Wakulla and Citrus Counties to 
assist in road location and drainage work. 

The engineering personnel of the State 
Road Department has decided to adopt a 
uniform method of Plane Coordinate Sur¬ 
veying. A manual of instructions on this 
method of surveying was prepared by a 
member of the Traffic and Planning Divi¬ 
sion. A meeting was held recently at 
Deland, headquarters of District Five, at 
which this manual and method of surveying 
was outlined and discussed. The personnel 
attending this meeting were those from this 
district whose responsibility it will be to 
place this method of surveying in effect. 
It is anticipated that similar meetings will 
be held in the remaining four districts in 
the near future and that the Plane Coordi¬ 
nate Method of Surveying will be put into 
use in all of the districts during 1951. 

In addition to the routine work on State 
and County Finance the field contacts on 
municipal street finance was completed. 
The report on the street finance program is 
underway and will be completed and for¬ 
warded to the Bureau of Public Roads in 
the near future.

Joint construction of a canal to drain a large area or 

Southwest Sanford and farm lands has been agreed upon 
by the City of Sanford and the Seminole County Com¬ 
missioners. Bids will be let immediately for this work, 
for there has been much trouble resulting from flood 
waters of Mill Creek. 

Official opening of the new Immokalee Road from Fort 
Myers to the fertile vegetable-producing area southwest 
of Lake Okeechobee took place September 4 when an 
80-car motorcade traveled the route and returned to Fort 
Myers for a fish fry. A ribbon-cutting ceremony by 
Graham Whidden, Hendry County Commissioner, and 
Ifarry M. Stringfellow, chairman of the Lee County Board, 
at the west end of the construction symbolized the actual 
opening of the road. The new highway, which had been 
under construction for three years, saves twenty miles 
from Immokalee to the nearest shopping section and pro¬ 
vides a much better outlet for the tomatoes, cucumbers, 
and watermelons grown in that section. 

The Glades County Commission has turned over 
$22,475.88, the amount agreed upon for 1948 and 1949, 
to the County School Board to assist with construction of 
the first units of a new school plant. The 1950 fund is 
expected to be made available shortly after the first of 
the year, and this amount plus that available in the school 
capital outlay funds is believed adequate to cover con¬ 
struction of the two elementary wings planned at this 
time. Filling of the site is now underway and construc¬ 
tion materials are being received. 

Volusia County Commissioners have approved the sale 
of a half-block tract in the northeast section of DeLand 
to the DeLand Rotary Club for a “nominal sum.” The 
civic group plans to construct a permanent meeting place 
for Boy Scouts of the city and also to clear underbrush 
to provide a recreational area. 

The Pasco County Commission estimated highway dam¬ 
age caused by the heavy rains, high water, and gale winds 
of the recent hurricane to be $15,000. Most of the dam¬ 
ages seem to have been to small bridges, although many 
washouts at low spots in the highways were reported.

supervision over all custodial State Institu¬ 
tions such as the Hospital for mental pa¬ 
tients at Chattahoochee and Arcadia, the 
State Prison Farms at Raiford and at Belle 
Glade, the Farm Colony for Feeble-minded 
at Gainesville, the Industrial School for 
Boys at Marianna, the Industrial School for 
Girls at Ocala, and the Apalachee Correc¬ 
tional Institution, just west of Chattahoo¬ 
chee. This board also makes contracts for 
State printing, for the purchase of institu¬ 
tional supplies, and for insuring the State’s 
buildings and property against loss by fire. 

Many people think the Governor has the 
power to grant pardons. This is not true. 
The Governor simply is one member of the 
five-man Pardon Board, other members be¬ 
ing the Secretary of State, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, the Comptroller and the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. A pardon cannot be grant¬ 
ed unless the Governor votes for it, but at 
least two other members of the pardon 
board also must vote for it. Actually, most 
of the former duties of the pardon board are 
now handled by the Parole Commission. 

Insofar as Florida’s institutions of higher 
learning are concerned, one of the most 
important boards is the State Board of 
Education. Members of this board are the 
Governor, the Secretary of State, the Attor¬ 
ney General, the State Treasurer and the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
This is a broad policy-fixing body, with 
authority over many phases of education. 

Another board with great influence on 
the general welfare is the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund, composed of 
the Governor, the Attorney General, the 
Comptroller, the State Treasurer and the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. In general, 
its duties are to administer the lands and 
proceeds thereof, which were granted to the 
State of Florida by the Federal government 
for purposes of reclamation and improve¬ 
ment. 

Those of you who live in South Florida, 
and especially in Dade County, will have no 
difficulty in recalling that it was this board 
which—in the Spring of 1949—put an end to 
the sale of submerged lands in Biscayne Bay 
to private developers for the creation of 
man-made islands. It was the I. I. Board’s 
position at that time that the exploitation 
of Florida’s natural beauty had gone too 
far. As one member of the I. I. Board, I 
think our present policy is a wise one and 
should be continued. 

Consider, briefly, the State Board of 
Conservation. This Board is composed of 
the Governor and all the Cabinet members. 
They serve without additional compensation, 
just as they do on all boards of which they 
are ex officio members. This board has 
general charge of conservation work in con¬ 
nection with seafood products, such as fish, 
oysters, clams and shrimp. The Conserva¬ 
tion Board also regulates and supervises ex¬ 
ploration for oil, and oil production, and it 
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CCNFIDENCE 


has considerable jurisdiction over engineer¬ 
ing surveys for water conservation and flood 
control. 

This Administration, with the fine and full 
co-operation of the 6 Constitutional Cabinet 
members, has so administered the executive 
branch of the State government for the past 
20 months that the people of Florida have 
not only enjoyed the direct and tangible 
benefits of good government, but they also 
have enjoyed the indirect and less tangible 
benefits that flow from a sound, stable and 
dependable government. 

In the remaining time, I want to discuss 
the most important movement underway in 
Florida at this time. I refer to the tremen¬ 
dous effort being made by several hundred 
conscientious Florida citizens to reduce the 
appalling toll of highway accidents. This 
terrible slaughter on our highways is one of 
the most acute and perplexing problems we 
face in Florida today. Florida's record of 
683 persons killed during 1949 was horrible 
to contemplate. But it is even wore to look 
at the figures for 1950 and see that 603 men, 
women and children already have lost their 
lives in traffic accidents so far this year. 
This is an increase of 38 per cent over the 
deaths at this same time last year. 

This problem is so serious and so tragic 
that it is going to take the best thinking and 
the most vigorous action by all civic-minded 
Floridians, working in close co-operation 
with officials at the State, county and city 
levels. 

When I appealed several months ago for 
help in combatting the terrible menace of 
highway accidents, your response was most 
gratifying. During the month of May, we 
reactivated the Governor's Highway Safety 
Conference, and since that time I have in¬ 
vited several hundred citizens to participate 
in the conference in Tampa on Thursday 
and Friday of this week. Unfortunately, 
facilities at our disposal did not permit us to 
issue written invitations to nearly as many 
people as we originally planned. That is why 
I want to take this opportunity to invite all 
Florida citizens to attend the Conference in 
Tampa. The first session will be in Tam¬ 


pa’s Municipal Auditorium at 9:30 o'clock 
Thursday morning, and I hope that many 
of you will find it convenient to be there. 

The Conference already has accomplished 
considerable good, even before it has first 
met in formal session. I refer to the fact 
that the nine committees of the Conference 
have met in various parts of the state and 
have conducted exhaustive studies of the 
various specialized aspects of this problem. 
All of us owe a debt of gratitude to the men 
and women who have attended these com¬ 
mittee meetings. Many of them took time 
off from their businesses and travelled sev¬ 
eral hundred miles at their own expense in 
order to join in this great effort. All of their 


recommendations will be placed before the 
Conference for definite action. 

It is important that our traffic safety pro¬ 
gram be placed on a continuing, permanent 
and state-wide basis. That is why it is 
planned to organize a Florida Citizens Safety 
Council on the second day of the Confer¬ 
ence. I know we can prevent thousands of 
accidents and save hundreds of lives, if we 
can get the enthusiastic participation of a 
great many Florida citizens in this permanent 
Council. 

It is written in the Book of Proverbs—not 
once, but twice—that “in the multitude of 
counsellors, there is safety."

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board voted to grant the request 
of Jackson County as outlined in the County 
Commissioners’ resolution dated August 8, 
1950. 

RELINQUISHMENT OF RIGHT OF WAY 
RESERVATIONS IN MURPHY ACT 
DEEDS REQUESTED BY THE I. I. BOARD 

The Board gave consideration to the rec- 
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ommendation of the Engineer on the re¬ 
quests from the Trustees of the Internal Im¬ 
provement Fund for release of right of way- 
reservations in Murphy Act deeds or parts 
thereof and, on motion of Mr. Drake, sec¬ 
onded by Mr. Nelson, authorized action as 
set out in each case listed below:

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
Broward County 

County Commissioners S. C. Fox and Tony 
Salvino of Broward County appeared before 
the Board in connection with the previous 
agreement between the County and the De¬ 
partment for the moving of Convict Camp 
8549. in which the County was to pay the 
Department the sum of $50,000 as reimburse¬ 
ment for cost of moving said camp and 
maintenance yard to the new site furnished 
by the County. Messrs. Fox and Salvino 
asked that Broward County be allowed an 
extension of time, or until January 10 or 15, 
1951, to pay this money, and Mr. Fox asked 
also that the Department convey to Broward 
County title to the old site of the camp, 
reserving to the Department the right to re¬ 
move improvements and reserving possession 
of the lands for such length of time as the 
Department may deem necessary, but agree 
ing to deliver to Broward County or its 
grantees, on or before July 1, 1951. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, the Board agreed to grant the re¬ 
quest of Broward County, subject to ap¬ 
proval of the Department’s Attorney. 

Mr. Fox expressed interest in the proposed 
bridges and tunnels in Broward County and 
advised that their position on this subject 
had not changed. 


Chairman McKethan advised that the 
Department was going ahead with the pro¬ 
gram as agreed to by the Board of County 
Commissioners, City Officials and the Legis¬ 
lative delegation. 

Columbia County 

The delegation in attendance from Colum- 
oia County included the following: Senator 
J. Wofford Lindler, Henry Melton, Chair¬ 
man, R. B. Thomas, Horace J. Witt, Max M. 
Law, Members of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners; Joe Ferguson, County Attorney; 
Hugh Summers, Clerk; Murray Hagan, 
Mayor of Lake City; Ralph P. Witt, Sheriff; 
O. B. Bradley, D. W. Tooten, Horace Thomas 
and Fitzhugh Lee, interested citizens. 

Mr. Ferguson thanked the Board for the 
work being done for Columbia County and 
spoke about the location of U. S. Highway 
No. 41 through Lake City. In this connec¬ 
tion he said a resolution had been adopted 
by the Board of County Commissioners and 
one by the City Commission of Lake City, 
both approving the location on First Street, 
and that everyone seemed to be in accord. 
He asked that an estimate of cost of the 
right of way on this location be furnished 
them, and assured the Department of their 
desire to cooperate in securing this right of 
way, but he said they had no money. Mayor 
Hagan pointed out the bad “bottle neck” in 
Lake City, an demphasized the full accord 
between the City and the County on the 
location. Being questioned by Chairman 
McKethan, Mayor Hagan said he believed 
the City would be able to take care of the 


relocation of utilities involved in this con¬ 
struction. He called attention to the three 
railroad crossings on the old road and to the 
fact that two of them would be eliminated 
by construction of the new location. 

Chairman McKethan said he believed an 
over-all study should be made of the situa¬ 
tion in order that the cost might be esti¬ 
mated, then it would be possible to see 
what might be worked out. 

Mr. Sparkman, Mayor of Fort White, filed 
letters from all of the Members of the Town 
Council, objecting to the relocation of State 
Road 47 in Fort White on grounds that two 
dangerous curves and one rightangle turn 
would be involved. They requested the 
building of the road on the original location, 
straight through Fort White. Chairman Mc¬ 
Kethan promised that the Engineering De¬ 
partment would make a study of this situa¬ 
tion. 

Senator Lindler offered to draw up the 
necessary bills if any legislation were need¬ 
ed in connection with location of U. S. High¬ 
way 41 along First Street in Lake City. 

Franklin and Gulf Counties 

Mr. J. H. Dowling, Engineer, came before 
the Board in behalf of Franklin and Gulg 
Counties and filed resolutions from the 
Boards of County Commissioners asking the 
Department to survey, prepare plans and 
construct a new road by the most direct and 
practical route between Port St. Joe and 
Apalachicola at an early date. 

Representative George Tapper spoke with 
reference to the recent storm damage to U. 
S. Highway 98 just west of Port St. Joe, 
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where he said about 2 miles of road had 
been washed out. He described this section 
of road as lying within two feet of the water 
and said it suffers damage from every storm 
striking this area. He said he understood 
the Department had a survey for a reloca¬ 
tion of this stretch of the road, and that he 
believed the road could be built on the re¬ 
vised location at less cost than to rebuild 
the present road, and would save on mainte¬ 
nance costs. He said that only two prop¬ 
erty owners would be involved in the right 
of way for the new location, and that both 
were agreeable to furnishing this right of 
way. 

SECTION OF GULF HIGHTWAY TO BK 

REBUILT ON NEW LOCATION—U. S. 

HIGHWAY 98 IN GULF COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. McKethan, seconded by 
Mr. Nelson, the Board agreed that the sec¬ 
tion of U. S. Highway 98 just west of Port 
St. Joe, Gulf County, should be constructed 
on a new location as soon as possible, the 
cost of same to be charged to the Depart¬ 
ment’s Emregency Fund. 

Indian River County 

Representative Alex MacWilliams con¬ 
gratulated the Board on the marvelous work 
the Department is doing and said he be¬ 
lieved the people of Florida feel that the 


present Board is doing more to keep pace 
with the times than any former Board did. 

Martin County 

Senator Evans Crary filed the following 
four resolutions from the Board of County 
Commissioners of Martin County and asked 
the Board to give them favorable considera¬ 
tion: 

1 Resurface State Road 707 from North 
line of Martin County to Jensen Beach and 
resurface or reconstruct Road A1A from 
Jensen Beach South to U. S. 1, and that 
such item be included in the 1951 SRL 
Budget for Martin County. 

2. Allocate Seventh Cent Tax and Sec¬ 
ondary Federal Aid for Martin County dur¬ 
ing 1951 toward completion of road from 
Hobe Sound wast to SR 76, and that SRD 
provide necessary funds to finish this road if 
Seventh Cent Gas Tax money for 1951 for 
County not sufficient. 

3. Release to Martin County unexpended 
balance of $5,333 20 in fund of $10,000 whicrr 
was appropriated by SRD on July 26, 1948, 
for emergency repairs of SR 714 in Martin 
County; also, permit use of convicts sta¬ 
tioned in Martin County upon this project, 
together with aforesaid funds. 

4. Widen and repair State Road 714 fr^m 
point just West of Ball Park in Palm City 
to the beginning of the Martin Highway. 


Monroe County 

R/W at Entrance to Key West 

Mr. S. P. Robineau, Attorney of Miami, 
appeared before the Board on behalf of 
Key West Improvement, Inc., with respect 
to the exchange of certain lands adjacent to 
lands of his client in the City of Key West, 
Monroe County, and was accompanied by 
Mr. Bernie Papy, Representative of Monroe 
County, of Key West. Mr. Robineau stated 
that in return for a grant by the Department 
to the Trustees of the Internal Improve¬ 
ment Fund for sale to his client of a tri¬ 
angular portion of submerged land contain¬ 
ing approximately 1300 square feet, his client 
would grant to the Department a strip of 
land sufficient to permit the extension of the 
sidewalk along Roosevelt Boulevard to its 
intersection with the Overseas Highway, 
State Road 5. After discussion, upon motion 
of Mr. Merrill P. Barber, seconded by Mr. J. 
Glover Taylor, the Board adopted a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing the Chairman and Secretary 
to execute and deliver a conveyance of the 
triangular tract of submerged land to the 
Trustees upon the conveyance to the Depart¬ 
ment of the additional right of way for 
sidewalk and road purposes. 

Mr. Robineau then outlined a proposal 
concerning a strip of submerged land 50 feet 
in width, being the outside strip of the sub¬ 
merged right of way of the Florida East 
Coast Railroad, now owned by the Depart¬ 
ment, extending from the triangular tract 
referred to above, easterly toward Cow Key 
Channel, otherwise known as Stock Island 
Bight, same being the channel between Key 
West Island and Stock Island, a distance of 
approximately 464 feet. Mr. Robineau stated 
that if the Department would convey this 
strip to the Trustees for sale to his client, 
his client would pay the Trustees the reason¬ 
able value for the land, and, in addition, 
woul fill the remaining right of way of the 
Department lying between said strip of land 
and the Overseas Highway to a grade in 
conformity with the ground level adjacent 
thereto. After discussion, upon motion of 
Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Taylor, the 
Board adopted a resolution authorizing the 
Chairman and Secretary to execute and de¬ 
liver a conveyance of said 50-foot strip of 
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submerged land to the Trustees upon the 
condition that the Trustees’ sale and con¬ 
veyance to Key West Improvement, Inc., re¬ 
quire, or be conditioned upon, the filling in 
of all right of way o fthe Department easter¬ 
ly of Roosevelt Boulevard, northerly of the 
Overseas Highway and westerly of the east 
line of said 50-foot strip to a grade in con¬ 
formity with the ground level existing ad¬ 
jacent thereto. 

Mr. Robineau then stated that his client 
would like to have the assurance of the De¬ 
partment that the said right of way, same 
being the right of way lying westerly of Cow 
Key Channel, easterly of Roosevelt Boule¬ 
vard and northerly of the Overseas Highway, 
would not at any time be disposed of by the 
Department to anyone for private or com¬ 
mercial purposes. Mr. Papy then stated to 
the Board that Monroe County had pur¬ 
chased this right of way at its own expense 
and transferred it to the Department so it 
could be beautified and kept free of all un¬ 
desirable buildings. Mr. Papy stated that 
recent maintenance work by the Department 
had made a part of this right of way look 
unsightly and said that the people of Monroe 
County would want the Department’s right 
of way at this location to be preserved and 
set aside for park and recreational purposes 
only. It was the concensus cf the Board 
that it would be beyond the power and au¬ 
thority cf the Board to Give Mr. Robineau 
any formal commitment or assurance of such 
nature or to create any obligation of the De¬ 
partment with reference thereto, but the 
Board stated that it was the understanding 
and intention of this Board that said land 
would not at any time be granted to anyone 
for private or commercial purposes and that 
said land should permanently be devoted to 
the public use for highway, sidewalk, pub'ic 
park and recreational purposes, and that 
this statement should be this Board’s recom¬ 
mendation to all future Boards. 

Okeechobee County 

Mr. Tom W. Conely, Jr., County Attorney 
for Okeechobee County, was present to re¬ 
quest that the Department extend and widen 
a drainage ditch on State Road 66 which has 
teen overflowing some of the adjacent 
lands. He said that a resolution making this 
request had been filed with the Department, 
and he asked that the ditch be extended for 
a distance of about one mile, where it would 
drain into a creek. 

Chairman McKethan expressed apprecia¬ 
tion for the cooperation which the Depart¬ 
ment had received frcm Okeechobee County 
and assured Mr. Conely that the Engineering 


Department would investigate and make a 
study of this situation. 

Palm Beach County 

Messrs. Lake Lytal, Chairman, and John 
Prince and C. Y. Byrd, Members of the Board 
of County Commissioners, and Jake Boyd, 
County Engineer, were present from Palm 
Beach County. 

Mr. Lytal asked that the successful con¬ 
tractor on the Delray Bridge be notified as 
soon as possible, in order that he might 
start securing the steel for said project; also, 
that the Department do all possible to ex¬ 
pedite the awarding of the contract on the 
four-block section of road in Lake Worth. 

Mr. Lytal extended an invitation for the 
Department to hold its October meeting in 
Palm Beach County. 

Volusia County 

County Attorney Chas. W. Luther and 
County Commissioner Harris Saxon were 
present fro mVolusia County, in behalf of 
the execution of the Lease-Purchase Agree¬ 
ment on the New Smyrna Bridge. 

CONCERNING CONSTRUCTION AND 

LEASE PURCHASE OF NEW SMYRNA 
BEACH BRIDGE 

Upon motion of Mr. Trusten P. Drake, Jr., 
seconded by Mr. Marion G. Nelson, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Volusia County, Florida, acting 
for and on behalf of the Turnbull Special 


Road and Bridge District in Volusia County, 
Florida, pursuant to proper authorization of 
the freeholders of the said District, has 
authorized the issuance of General Obliga¬ 
tion Bonds of the District in the principal 
sum of $875,000.00 for the purpose of securing 
the construction in said District of a project 
herein referred to as “the Bridge” and more 
particularly described as follows: 

A modern concrete bridge across the 
Hillsborough River at the approximate 
location of the present so-called Connors 
Bridge, together with the causeway, 
connecting bridges and approaches there¬ 
to, said project to extend approximately 
from the East bank of the Hillsborough 
River to the intersection of Riverside 
Drive and Canal Street in the City of 
New Smyrna Beach, Florida, and 
WHEREAS, the Bridge will be located on 
and will be a part of State Road 40 within 
the Turnbull Special Road and Bridge Dis¬ 
trict in Volusia County, Florida, and will re¬ 
place the present wooden bridge, known as 
“Connors Bridge,” which has become out¬ 
moded and seriously depreciated and re¬ 
quires constant attention and expensive 
maintenance, and will likewise replace the 
narrow and inadequate approaches to Con¬ 
nors Bridge, and 

WHEREAS, it is the judgment of the De¬ 
partment that the lease by the Department, 
with purchase provisions, at an annual rental 
sufficient to retire the obligation of the Dis¬ 
trict over a period of thirty (CO) years, will 
secure to the State Road System a modern 
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highway bridge and causeway in place of the 
present outmoded structures, will secure a 
saving in maintenance costs to the extent 
of a considerable portion of the necessary 
rental payments, will secure a highly de¬ 
sirable addition to the Road System, and is 
advisable and to the best interests of the 
State, the County and the District, and 

WHEREAS, the said Board of County 
Commissioners, acting for and on behalf of 
said District, by resolution adopted Septem¬ 
ber 2, 1950, has requested the Department 
to design the Bridge and prepare contract 
plans and specifications therefor, or to direct 
the District to employ suitable engineers for 
such purpose, all such work to be done and 
made in accordance with Standard Specifica¬ 
tions cf the Department as to design, mate¬ 
rials and construction of bridges of like type 
in the State Road System, and further re¬ 
quested the Department to assist the District 
and act as construction agent for the Dis¬ 
trict with respect to the Bridge, 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
BY THE STATE ROAD DEPARTMENT OF 
FLORIDA: 

1. The Department agrees to design the 
Bridge for the District and prepare contract 
plans and specifications therefor, or to direct 
the District to employ suitable engineers for 
such purpose, all such work to be done and 
made in accordance with Standard Specifica¬ 


tions of the Department as to design, mate¬ 
rials and construction of bridges of like type 
in the State Road System. The Department 
further agrees as construction agent for the 
District, to let the necessary construction 
contracts for the Bridge, to supervise and 
inspect the construction thereof, to check 
and audit all estimates of the contractors for 
work performed and materials furnished, 
ar:.d to approve for payment and to pay out 
of the funds hereinafter specified all proper 
expenditures for the construction of the 
Bridge. It is understood that said Board of 
County Commissioners, after deducting all 
costs and expenses incident to said Bond 
Issue, including fiscal and legal expenses, 
shall transfer the net proceeds of the Bond 
Issue to the Department for the construction 
of the Bridge. TheDepartment agrees to 
disburse the net proceeds of said Bond Issue 
for the sole purpose of the payment of proper 
expenditures for the construction of the 
Bridge, and that said proper expenditures 
shall include payments to the contractors 
upon estimates approved by the Department 
and, in addition, the costs of the Department 
in performing the services hereinabove re¬ 
quested to be performed (towit, costs of sur¬ 
veys, designs, plans and specifications and 
all other costs of engineering) and all other 
costs and expenses which are properly in¬ 
curred in the construction of the Bridge. 


Further in addition, the proceeds of said 
bonds shall be expended for interest on said 
bonds and all other debt service require¬ 
ments maturing prior to the completion of 
the Bridge. Upon the completion of the 
Bridge and the placing of same in operation, 
the Department shall transfer any balance of 
the proceeds of said bonds remaining after 
all costs of the construction of the Bridge are 
paid to the State Board of Administration 
for proper application to the retirement of 
said bonds. 

2. The Department agrees to lease the 
Bridge on an annual rental basis in accord¬ 
ance with and under the terms and condi¬ 
tions as set out in the form of Lease- 
Purchase Agreement immediately following 
this Resolution. The form of Lease-Pur¬ 
chase Agreement immediately following this 
Resolution is hereby approved and agreed to 
and the Chairman and the Secretary be and 
they are hereby authorized to execute same 
for and on behalf of the Department, as 
Leasee thereunder, such Lease-Purchase 
Agreement to become effectiv immdiately 
upon th completion o fthe Bridge and the 
placing of same in operation. 

LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT 
COVERING NEW SMYRNA BEACH 
BRIDGE 

THIS AGREEMENT, Made this .day 

of ...A. D. 1950, by and 

between the BOARD OF COUNTY COM¬ 
MISSIONERS OF VOLUSIA COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, acting for and on behalf of the 
Turnbull Special Road and Bridge District, 
a road and bridge district created by, and 
exisitng under, Chapter 13482 (No. 1676), 
Laws of Florida, Special Acts of 1927, being 
an Act creating Turnbull Special Road and 
Bridge District in Volusia County, Florida 
(hereinafterreferred to as the “Board”), and 
the STATE ROAD DEPARTMENT OF 
FLORIDA (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Department”), 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the Board has authorized the 
issuance of General Obligation Bonds of said 
District in the amount of Eight Hundred 
Seventy-five Thousand ($875,000.00) par 
value, maturing serially over a period of 
thirty (30) years and bearing interest not 
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exceeding three and one-quarter percent 
(3 1 /4%) per annum, for the purpose of de¬ 
fraying all costs in connection with the con¬ 
struction of a project within Turnbull Road 
and Bridge District described as follows: 

A modern concrete bridge across the 
Hillsborough River at the approximate 
location of the present so-called Connors 
Bridge, together with causeway connect¬ 
ing bridges and approaches, said total 
project to extend approximately from the 
East bank of the Hillsborough River to 
the intersection of Riverside Drive and 
Canal Street in the City of New Smyrna 
Beach, Florida, project located on and a 
part of State Road 40, and 
WHEREAS, the qualified electors, who 
are freeholders, at an election called for 
the purpose and in which more than 50% 
of the qualified electors, who are freeholders 
of the District, did participate, have ap¬ 
proved by affirmative vote the issuance of 
the aforementioned $875,000.00 par value of 
General Obligation Bonds, and 
WHEREAS, in accordance with the action 
of the qualified electors, who are freehold¬ 
ers, the full faith and credit and taxing 
power of the District will be pledged as 
security for the authorized issue of bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS, the project, when completed, 
will become a part of the State Road Sys¬ 
tem, located on State Road No. 40; and 
WHEREAS, the present wooden bridge to 
be replaced as part of the project is old and 
in a dilapidated, worn out and dangerous 
condition, requiring constant attention and 
maintenance expenses thereon, and is closed 
to traffic from time to time; and 
WHEREAS, the Department recognizes 
the necessity for the construction of a mod¬ 
ern concrete bridge at this location, and the 
construction of suitable approaches and 
causeway thereto; and 
WHEREAS, the Board is authorized by 
law to lease and/or sell the proposed bridge 
and causeway to the Department upon its 
completion, and the Department is author¬ 
ized by law to lease and/or purchase the 
bridge and causeway upon its completion; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed by the parties 
hereto that this Lease-Purchase Agreement 
is highly advisable and in the best interests 
of said District, the County and the Depart¬ 
ment; and 
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WHEREAS, the Board has agreed that it 
will proceed with dispatch to validate, issue, 
and sell at the best price and at the lowest 
interest rate possible, the $875,000.00 of au¬ 
thorized General Obligation Bonds and to 
transfer the net proceeds of said bonds to 
the Department; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has agreed that the 
design, plans and specifications of the pro¬ 
posed bridge and causeway shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with standards set forth for bridges 
and causeways of like type in the State Road 
System; and 

WHEREAS, the Board and the Depart¬ 
ment have agreed that the Department shall 
act as the construction agent for the Board 
with respect to the proposed project, shall 
design same or direct said District to procure 
such design, shall contract for and supervise 
the construction of same, shall audit, ap¬ 
prove and pay all expenditures for the con¬ 
struction of same and shall certify such 
proper expenditures to the Board for pay¬ 
ment by it or its nominee. 

NOW, THEREFORE, for and in considera¬ 
tion of the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) this day 
paid by each of the parties hereto, one to the 
other, the receipt whereof is hereby acknowl¬ 
edged, and in further consideration of the 
premises and of the mutual covenants of the 
parties contained herein and other good and 


valuable considerations, the Board by these 
presents does lease to the Department, its 
successors and assigns, that certain proposed 
bridge, causeway, and approaches, herein¬ 
after referred to as the Bridge and more 
particularly described as follows: 

A concrete and steel bascule highway 
bridge across the Hillsborough River at 
New Smyrna Beach in Volusia County, 
Florida, together with the rights of way, 
approaches, causeway and auxiliary 
plete with operating machinery and de¬ 
bridges appertaining thereto and corn- 
tailed plans, said bridges and causeway 
being located on State Road 40 within 
the Turnbull Special Road and Bridge 
District, and to be approximately in the 
location of the present wooden bridge 
known as “Connors Bridge,” and cause¬ 
way and auxiliary bridges appertaining 
thereto. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the same, to¬ 
gether with the franchise, riparian rights and 
other rights, easements, equipment, devices 
and appurtenances thereto belonging or in 
anywise appertaining upon the completion 
thereof unto the said Department, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, until such time as all 
the bonds issued to finance the construction 
of said Bridge and approaches, with interest 
thereon, or any refunding bonds that may be 
issued in lieu of said above described issue, 
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shall have been paid, satisfied and retired, 
or their retirement shall have been provided 
for by law, it being the intention of said 
Board to lease said Bridge and approaches 
to the Department until all the obligations 
incurred by the Board evidenced by bonds, 
and interest thereon (or refundings thereof) 
shall be retired or their retirement provided 
for, and so long as the Department shall 
comply with and perform the terms and con¬ 
ditions of this Agreement hereinafter set 
forth. 

The Department on its part agrees to 
lease and does hereby lease and take over 
from said Board all of the above described 
property, and in consideration thereof does 
hereby promise and agree to and with said 
Board as follows: 

1 

The Department will pay annually, as 
rental for the Bridge, a sum equal to each 
year’s principal and interest requirements 
on the authorized issue of bonds (or refund¬ 
ings thereof). Payments shall be made semi¬ 
annually, and in such amounts as shall equal 
and be sufficient to pay said principal and 
interest as and when the maturities thereof 
severally become due. The bond issue shall 
be so scheduled serially over a period of 
thirty (30) years that the total principal and 
interest requirement in each year shall be 
as nearly equal as may be practical to the 
same requirements in every other year. 
Rental payments shall be made from the 
general funds of the Department, and shall 
be transmitted by the Department directly 
to the State Board of Administration for due 


administration and payment of said bond 
issue in accordance with law; rental pay¬ 
ments shall be transmitted to said State 
Board of Administration not less than twenty 
(20) days prior to the date upon which the 
maturities of said principal and interest 
severally become due. 

2 

At all times during the continuance of this 
lease, the Department shall keep and main¬ 
tain the structures of said Bridge, other than 
the causeways and fills and roadway there¬ 
on, insured for the benefit of the Board or 
the Department as their interests shall ap¬ 
pear against all loss or damage from such 
ordinarily anticipated casualties and in such 
amounts as the Department, in its discretion, 
shall determine to be necessary. 

3 

The Department shall, during the life of 
the lease, make such repairs and do such 
maintenance work upon the Bridge, ap¬ 
proaches and earth-fill causeway as shall be 
necessary to keep the same in good repair. 

4 

The Board shall be liable and obligated to 
furnish and provide at its own cost such 
electric current as may be necessary for 
properly lighting said Bridge and approaches 
and causeway, as well as such warning and 
other lights on the draw span, as may be 
required under the laws and regulations of 
the United States Government, and the Board 
shall at its own cost furnish sufficient elec¬ 
tric current to operate the lift span of said 
Bridge as may be necessary to comply with 


the governmental requirements. All other 
expense of operation and maintenance of 
said Bridge, causeway and auxiliary bridges 
shall be borne by the Department. 

5 

The Department shall operate said Bridge 
and causeway free of any and all manner of 
tolls, and open to the public for traffic as 
part of the State Road System, at all times 
during the continuance of this lease. 

G 

The Department shall have the full use 
and possession of said property for the term 
of this lease and subject to the terms and 
conditions of this Agreement as herein con¬ 
tained, unless and until default is made by 
the Department in making payments at the 
times and in the amounts scheduled. In the 
event of such default continuing for more 
than a reasonable time, the Board shall 
have immediate right, without notice, to take 
full and complete possession of the property 
hereby leased and to resume possession, con¬ 
trol and operation thereof, and shall not be 
liable to the Department in any respect be¬ 
cause of so resuming possession and control. 
In the event of such repossession by the 
Board, the lease shall become null and void 
and the Department, its successors and as¬ 
signs, shall be immediately released from 
the payment of the semi-annual installments 
herein provided to be paid from and after 
such repossession. The rental installments 
herein specified to be paid are hereby found 
to be the reasonable annual rental and mar¬ 
ket value of the facilities herein leased. 

7 

It is mutually understood and agreed that 
if and when the Department has fully paid 
ail rentals herein provided, the title and own¬ 
ership of all of said property included here¬ 
in shall immediately and automatically vest 
in the State of Florida in fee simple. The 
Board shall thereupon execute and deliver 
to the Department such deed, or deeds, and 
other instruments of conveyance to the State 
of Florida, and will do, or cause to be done, 
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all such other acts and things as may be 
necessary or reasonable required to vest in 
the State of Florida the title to all of said 
property in fee simple. 

8 

This Lease-Purchase Agreement shall not 
take effect until such time as the Bridge 
shall have been completed and put in opera¬ 
tion, and the obligation assumed by the De¬ 
partment under this Lease-Purchase Agree¬ 
ment shall not be effective until such time. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the BOARD 
OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF VOLU¬ 
SIA COUNTY, FLORIDA, acting for and on 
behalf of Turnbull Special Road and Bridge 
District, has caused these presents to be

Bridge at Ormond Beach 
Mr. Robert J. Pleus, Attorney of Orlando, 
appeared in behalf of the Ormond Beach 
Bridge, stating the Department had been 
furnished with a resolution from the Board 
of County Commissioners outlining the pro¬ 
posed agreement. 

CONCERNING CONSTRUCTION AND 
LEASE-PURCHASE BRIDGE AT 
ORMOND BEACH, VOLUSIA COUNTY 
Upon motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by 
Mr. Barber, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Volusia County, Florida, by reso¬ 
lution adopted September 2, 1950, requested 
the Department to enter into a Lease-Pur¬ 
chase Agreement with said Board of County 
Commissioners, acting for and on behalf of 
the Ormond Special Road and Bridge District 
in Volusia County, Florida, covering a new 
bridge to be constructed across the Halifax 
River at Ormond Beach, Florida, the cost 
of such construction to be paid out of the 
proceeds of a bond issue of said District in 
the amount of approximately Eight Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($800,000.00), and the De¬ 
partment to pay as rentals out of its general 
funds a series of annual installments over a 
thirty (30) year period which shall aggregate 
an amount equal to the principal amount of 
said bonds; and 

WHEREAS, it appears to the Department 
that the construction of said new bridge 
across the Halifax River at Ormond Beach, 
Florida, is a desirable addition to the State 


Road System of Florida and will serve the 
public interest of the County and the State: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of Florida 
that it approves of the construction of said 
bridge and hereby expresses its willingness 
to enter into a Lease-Purchase Agreement 
Volusia County, Florida, acting for and on 
with the Board of County Commissioners of 
behalf of the Ormond Special Road and 
Bridge District, covering said bridge, said 
Lease-Purchase Agreement to be in due and 
appropriate form and to incorporate the 
terms and conditions set out in the resolution 
of said Board of County Commissioners 
adopted September 2, 1950. 

STORM DAMAGE 

Mr. Turnbull gave a report with reference 
to damage caused to the roads by recent 
storms. The first storm hit hardest in the 
Apalachicola-Port St. Joe area, he said, with 
damage estimated at about $400,000. He said 
that the worst section, at Port St. Joe and 
just west, would have to be rebuilt by con¬ 
tract, but the rest could be taken care of by 
maintenance forces. The second storm did 
its greatest road damage in the Tampa Bay 
area and around Brooksville, with the dam¬ 
age estimated at $250,000, which could be 
handled by State forces. 

District Engineer Lewis of the First Dis¬ 
trict told the Board that sections of the road 
from Indian Rocks south were washed out 
and considerable of it had about one and 
one-half feet of sand left on the surface, but 
he said this could be repaired by State 
forces. He reported no damage to Gandy 
Bridge or to Courtney Campbell Parkway. 
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Mr. J. H. Dowling, on request of the Chair¬ 
man, related to the Board his experiences in 
weathering the storm at Cedar Key. He said 
that the third bridge before you get into 
Cedar Key seemed to have suffered the worst 
damage in that area. 

BRIDGE ON CONNER’S HIGHWAY 

Mr. Scott Reynolds, Assistant State High¬ 
way Engineer, reported that, pursuant to 
instructions given him at the last meeting, 
the request of Bessemer Properties, Inc. had 
been studied and he recommended that the 
Department handle this situation according 
to its regular policy, that Bessemer Proper¬ 
ties supply the necessary pipe at their ex¬ 
pense, and the Department make the instal¬ 
lation. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board approved the recommenda¬ 
tion of Mr. Reynolds. 

PURCHASE OF PIT SCALES 

The Chairman mentioned to the Board the 
matter of purchasing pit scales for use in the 
enforcement of the weight law, and said that 
it had been recommended that six of such 
scales be installed, at the following locations: 

1. U. S. 17, south of St. Mary’s River, near 
Georgia State line. 

2. U. S. 1, south of St. Mary’s River, near 
Georgia State line. 

3. U. S. 41, just north of Lake City, be¬ 
tween Lake City and the intersection of 
U. S. 41 and U. S. 441. 

4. U. S. 27, near Branford and just east of 
intersection of U. S. 27 and U. S. 129. 

5. U. S. 27-A (U. S. 19) just east of Suwan¬ 
nee River and near intersection of State 
Road 26 and U. S. 19i 


6. U. S. 90 near the Florida-Alabama State 
line; this scale being west of intersec¬ 
tion of U. S. 90 and U. S. 90-Alternate, 
near Pensacola. (The pit scales now at 
Milton would be eliminated in favor of 
this new location.) 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board approved the purchase 
and installation of the pit scales and their 
installation at the six locations set out above, 
as recommended. 

MAINTENANCE OF STATE ROAD 674 
IN POLK COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Board voted to take over for 
maintenance, effective immediately, State 
Road 674 in Polk County, from the Hills¬ 
borough County Line to its intersection with 
State Road 37, a distance of approximately 
2 miles. 

CLAIM OF CLEARY BROTHERS 
CONSTRUCTION CO. 

Mr. Turnbull, State Highway Engineer, re¬ 
ported to the Board the claim of Cleary 
Brothers Construction Company on Job 
9306-110, State Road A1A, for extra compen¬ 
sation due to moving their dredge to and 
from State-designated dredging areas. He 
stated that the Engineers’ recommendation 
to the Board was that the Department com¬ 
pensate Cleary Brothers for time lost while 
they were endeavoring to pump from the 
State-designated area, that they be allowed 
a reasonable rental for the period of time 
their regular dredging operatidlis' were de¬ 
layed, less the cost to the Department of 
material moved from the State-designated 
area. He stated he considered the analysis 


of this cost, made by District Engineer Wat¬ 
son, as reasonable; and that he would recom¬ 
ment the settlement price of $1,636.25. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, the Board approved allowance of the 
claim of Cleary Brothers in the amount of 
$1,636.25, in accordance with the recommen¬ 
dation of the engineers. 

REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PORTLAND 
CEMENT ASSOCIATION 

Messrs. H. J. McDargh, Fred H. Ryan and 
A. R. Brickler, representing the Portland 
Cement Association, and Devereau Bacon, of 
Florida Portland Cement Division of General 
Portland Cement Company, appeared before 
the Board and filed an analysis of the costs 
of Portland Cement Concrete on Florida 
Road 5, U. S. Highway 1, in comparison with 
the costs of Bituminous Concrete on the same 
route. Mr. Ryan explained the. details of this 
report and pointed out that the total annual 
cost per mile of Portland cement concrete 
was $1,037 and the cost of bituminous con¬ 
crete, $1,682.00, according to this report, 
which took into consideration useful life, 
salvage value, periodic resurface, annual in¬ 
vestment charge and maintenance. 

RELINQUISHMENT OF R/W STATE 
ROAD 500, ORANGE COUNTY 

Mr. Drake spoke to the Board concerning 
a strip of right of way along State Road 500 
south of Mt. Dora in Orange County, which 
was donated to the Department with a width 
of 100 feet from the centerline of the road, 
all other right of way for said road being 
50 feet in width from the centerline, and 
stated that request had been made to him for 
relinquishment of the excess 50-foot strip. 
After discussion it appearing proper to re¬ 
linquish the Department’s interest in that 
portion of the donated land lying more than 
50 feet from the centerline of said road, on 
motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
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Nelson, the Board adopted a resolution au¬ 
thorizing the Chairman and the Secretary 
to execute a disclaimer to the Department’s 
interest in all land lying beyond a line 50 
feet westerly from the centerline and between 
Stations 138 and 156+75 of Section 7502, State 
Road 500, (formerly Project 13 (3126) State 
Road 2) in Orange County, Florida. 

ADJOURNMENT 

By common consent, the meeting was 
adjourned with agreement to hold the next 
meeting in Tallahassee, on call of the 
Chairman.
